Desperate Attempt of John 


Williams to Kill Himself. 


'ite Transient House at Macon tbe 


Scene of a Gory Acs—It 


was a Dull Kmte. 


Front Tueulmi'f Daily 


Macon furnishes a gory sensation to- 
ay,—a desperate attempt at suicide in a 
oom at the Transient House, of which 
William Harbert is tbe proprietor. 
The 


would-be suicide is John Williams, an 
Id soldier, who baa a wife but no chil- 
ran. 
Williams ia a farmer by occupation, 
aving obiirge of the farm of Kiobard 
"ay n>-, his brother-in-law, whose home is 
1761 West Decatur eueet, this city, 
'be farm is located in MilarjQ township, 
y, miles eaft, of Maoon. 
Williams is 


bout 50 years of age. He was in Maoon 
,11 day jfcstciday, and when evening 
jnme be went to the Transient House 
nd engaged a room for the night. 
He 


id uot g-t up in time for breakfast this 


morning. Mr. Horbert thought, Willums 
needed waking and he went to tba room 
o find tbe door looked. He knocked on 
he door, bnt could gee no answer except 
his etracge inquiry in smothered tone*: 
'Is that the sheriff?" 
Mr. Harbert 


knooked again and again without getting 
any r-eponse. Finally h* forced open 
be door, and wsa siarlled beyond ex- 
ireesion to discover at a glance that 
Williams had male a desperate attempt 
o kill himsBlf. He was close to the bed, 
with no old pock«t knife in his baad 
tabbing at his breast and ruakins cots 
A hia throat. Harbsrt hastily took the 
kDifefrom Williatr.e, who by tLat licae, 
rom loss of blood, was quite weak. He 
jffered no resistance. 
The bed was 


laturated with blood, and Ihere 
wary indication that Williams bad been 
using tbe knifu for over an hour with 
,he pnrpoaa of ending his life. He m^ide 
a bad job of it anJ will probably racover. 


THB WOONDB. 


Dr. Boggs and Dr. Kyner were oalled 


,o give Williams surgical attettion. Toe 
ixamination disclosed the fact tbat Wil- 
iams had stabbed himsslf in four places 
near the heart, had given h'S rigbt tem- 
ple a jab with tbe point of the knife, and 
md ont bis throat, severing part of his 
wind-pipe, bnt failing to cut tbe jugular 
veins. The condition of the man was 
quite alarming, but by effective and 
quick work the doctors got him in rea- 
sonably good shape, and at last accounts 
IB was resting as comfortably 89 could 
je expected. There is no immediate 
dangar ot death. 


Williima appeared to be in a orszy 


state and because of tbe cute in his 
throat he could only speak ia a whisper. 
Water placed to bis lips ran ont at tbe 
iiole in his throat OQ bis breast. It wili 
take that ont a long time to heal. 


The attempted suicide canned generai 


exoitetnent in Maoon, and a crowd col- 
lected at the Transient House to see tbe 
man as- Isarn of his eccsiiiss. Messen- 
gers were sent to Williams' home to 
notify bis wife of what bad happaned 


Specula-ion is rife as to what Williams 


could have meant when, in response to 
the first knock on the door, be aekeu 
Harbert if that was the sheriff. Possibl; 
Williams has committed some act which 
merits punishment, or perhaps be real 
izsii as he was using the knife on him 
self he should be arrested. 


It is said that Williams was the 


owner of a fine faim of about 100 acre 
near tbe farm of bis brother-in-law, Mr 
Payne, He was industrious and frugal 
and was reliable in all his dealings. 


A SHOOK TO RELATIVES. 


This afternoon a REPUBLICAN repre 


sentative found Richard Payne at hi 
boms and informed the household o 
Williams' attempt at suicide. It was 
the first Payne bad henri of Williams 
act. 
He wae greatly shocked, an 


could advance no theory as a cans* fo 
the act. Williams, be said, bad been 
Bloomiogton several deye visiting three 
sisters, two ot whom are widows. H 
stopped in Decatur on hie way to Muoo 
and Payne saw him. He was then in hi 
usual good spirits. Williams lately re 
oeived an increase of pension. He was 
private in Co. B, 39tb Illinois Infantr 
and enlisted at Bloomingtor, 111. 


TEE CACBE. 


Mrs. Williams arrivad at Mtioon to-da 


at noon and is now at the side of he 
husband, giving him constant attention 
It is believed that bod whisky cause 
him to attempt suicide. He bad been awa 
from home since last Tuesday, most o 
the time being spent in Deoatnr.

crease ot 43, or 9.91 per cent, in the nntu 
ber of others killed; an increase of 101 
or 22.11 per cent, in the number of other* 
injured; an increase of 52, or 7.7S pe 
cent in the total number killed, and &> 
increase of 542, or 28 55 per cent, ia th< 
total number injored.

This 
course invariably leaves bat one course 
open to tbe employer, namely, to secure 
possession ot bis propertp; and it leaves 
those whoe» doty it is to exaonte tho la 
no choice bat to drive those who are in 
unlawful possession from tbe premiaeg 
at any cost. 


All strikes that are ooodaeted upon 


this line mast fail, or the protection 
guaranteed by law mast fail; and in 
either case labor mnat be the loser. I 
the employer of labor cannot be pro 
teoted ia bia property, then he mas 
cease to employ labor; and when h 
ceases to employ labor, those who wan 
labor must suffer. 


One of these gentlemen expresses tbi 


opinion that when organised labor hai 
prepa-ed itself for the contest, then 
there will be a great war and a decisive 
fight between labor and capital.

difference bow much organized labor roay 
prepare for sach a coDll'ct, the ou.t 
come, in the nature of thinge, mast rt 
salt disastrously to labor. 


In the first place capital will cease to 


remain employed whenever and where 
ever tbe avenues in which capital in iu 
veiled, where it gives employment to 
labor, it will cease to be employed in 
tbat channel.

capital into channels wbere it will bem-fil 
labor. It mnat go there voluntarily. Il 
labor is to profit by capital, capital i

will be profitable to labor. From the 
point of view the worst thing orgnnizsd 
abor can do for itself ia to stimulate tbe 
oolish notion, as Mr. Linehan does, that 
there is now, or will in the near future 
>e, a_ war between capital and labor.

It is true th»t there are times when 


abor has a .i as t right to complain and 
demand a readjustment of wages. It is 
equally true that there are times when 
mpital baa a just right to demand a re- 
adjustment of wages; bat the only way 
or each readjustment i, by peaceful arbi 
ration without the intervention of dema- 
gogues and tricksters. Arbitration is the

whom $39500,000 were paid in wages 
during the year. This 839,500,009 ts 26.- 
06 percent of the cost of the goods manu- 
factured, the value of stock and material 
being 60.37 per oent of the cost. On the 
output tnere wau a net profit of 813,715,- 
000, which is 10.10 per oent on the capital

interviews Mr. Springer has stated his 
purpose in introducing this bill is to se- 
cure fair elections and give the minority 
in each 
otate 
proportionate power 


in electing a chief magistrate for the 
nation. 


While many of 
the 
provisions of 


Springer a 
bill are more 
equitable 


than 
the 
present 
method 
of 


electing by an electoral collage, there are 
some other provisions directly in the line 
of securing proper equity to the different 
states that Mr Springer might add to 
his bill, which would go a great ways m 
establishing his honesty of purpose be- 
yond question 


Tabing the election of 1888 ae a basis, 


as the figures of the recent election are 
not at band, and applying the Springer 
plan to it we develop some strange things 
Under the new apportionment Georgia 
has 13 electoral votes and Iowa the same 
nnmber 
But to elect Georgia's 13 elect- 


ors only 142,939 votes were oast, while 
Iowa oaet '04.130 votes to secure its 13 
electors. By Springer's plan Georgia's 
142,639 votes divided by 13 would give 
as the ritioD in that state to secure one 
president!*! vote 10,995, while by the 
came process Iowa's ratio would be 28,- 
498. These ratios are so wide apart that 
they show great injustice exists some- 
where 
As Mr 
Springer Bays 
his 


object is to do away with injustice 
in 
the election of president it is 


strange that thu feature of the ease 
duoa not enlist Springer's attention 
It 


19 eminently unfair that in Georgia the 
vote of one man baa ae much power as 
the vote of two and one-half men in 
Iowa 


As Mr Springer is in the bumnesss of 


amending the constitution 
so as to 


insure to all the people a fair and equal 
voice in electing 
the President, he 


ehonld at once make some provision for 
remedying the above injustice B.EO This 
can be done very easily by fixing a mm 
mum ratio below which a Presidential 
vote oonld not be secured 
Under our 


present apportionment there is an aver 
age ratio behind each of the 444 e'eotors 
of about 30,000 votes. 


Now suppose Springer should reviee 


his bill by providing that in no state 
should a Presidential vote be allowed 
on a ratio less than twc thirds the 
average general 
ratio 
The general 


ratio, as above stated, IB about 30,000. 
Two-thirds of this would be 20,000 
In 


this case, on the basis of ita total vote of 
1888, Georgia's ratio being 10,995, would 
be far below the general ratio and it 
would not be entitled to 13 Presidential 
votes It would be ent tied to bnt 7, 
as her total vote, 142939, divided by 
20,000, the minimum, would give a quo 
t'ent of but 7 and a small fraction 
Ibis 


would be fair to the other states that do 
not suppress their votes, and would 
force suets states as Georgia to be ae 
careful to prodvoe their votes at presi 
dential elections as they are to produce 
their population when the census is 
taken, upon which the delegation in 
congress and the electors are based. Mr 
Springer cannot see anything bnt fair- 
ness in tins proposition to amend his 
bill, and as he has started out to correct 
some of the irregularities m the present 
irethod of electing Presidents he ought 
rot to let this chance slip to show the

In th» circuit olerk'a office last evening 


to the January term of court there were 
filed papers in an important suit brought 
by Mrs. Lota Creeap-Nioholson against 
bet mother, Mrs. Dooia Bishop, who re- 
aides on South Main street. Tbe plaint- 
iff is represented by Mills Bros. & Mi lie, 
and she asks for a cettlement that she 
may secure money alleged to be due her. 
The ease bas several peculiar features, 
and when the case comes to trial, if it 
ever does, attorneys for the plaintiff 
say many sensational facts will be 
presented. 
It is represented in her 


bill by Mrs Nioholsin, who is the wife ot 
Will Nicholson, that her father, Hamil- 
ton Creuap, died intestate in October, 
1869, possessed of 544 acres of land in 
Cbampaign county. On the 23d of the 
following Aprl, 1890, the oratrix was 
born, and eho, with her mother Mrs. 
Docia Bishop, were the sole heirs to the 
property. 
Mrs. Bishop became the 


guardian ot the minor heir until she 
reached a lega! age in 1888 
At that 


time the orutrii asserts that she believes 
there wa» due her $3,077.43 
For this 


amount her guardian executed a note to 
her, but retained the paper in her own 
possession According to the best knowl- 
edge of the plaintiff prooedings were had 
in the Champaign circuit court in 1880 
for the purpose of assigning to the 
guardian her dower interest in the land, 
which amounted to 214.66 acres. The 
plaintiff then sets forth that in 1890 her 
mother argued her out of a half interest 
in 
the entire 
property, upon 
the 


ground that she had reared, educated 
and 
maintained 
her ward without 


exacting 
any 
charge 
Yielding 
to 


this argument the plaintiff signed a 
warranty deed for 272.23 acres of the 
land 
The oratrii sa^s that at that time 


she was unfamiliar with the technical 
description of her land, or that portion 
assigned to Mrs Bishop by the Cham- 
paign court as her dower interest 
She 


believed that the dower had given her 
mother absolute ownership o! the land 
assigned, and that in signing the afore- 
said deed in 1890 ohe believed she was 
giving her mother 57 72 acres, cot as- 
signed in the dowor, in order that her 
mother might be an equal owner in tbe 
land for her lifetime. The oratrix farther 
asserts that on Dec. 25, 1888, she was 
influenced into giving to her mother as a 
Christmas gift the note of $3,047 43 
It 


was burned up, the oratrix being abso- 
lutely ignorant of its real character and 
not known g that it represented money 
due hor 
During the minority cf the 


plaintiff and up to the time of her mar 
riage on Oct 6, 1801, she avers that Mrs. 
Bieuop collected and appropriated to her 
use, rents, etc, amonntiog to $12PO or 
S1KOO, in whioh the plaintiff had :m in 
terest 
No settlement ot any kind was 


effected until the oratnx married, when 
she signed a receipt, the exact contacts 
of which she did not know 
Since then 


the learned that she hid been charged 
for her support and education Siaoa she 
signed the warranty deed above referred 
to Mrs, Bishop had sold a portion of the 
same to Frank Creeap tor $4800, retain- 
ing the proceeds herself 
The plaintiff 


asks that Mrs. Bishop come into court 
and make full and complete answer to 
these allegations, but not under oath, 
that point being waived It is also asked 
that the deed conveying the land be set 
aside and tbe oratrix be allowed the 
83077 43 with interest, rent and profit 
from the time o£ her majority until her 
marriage, lesa what seems has been paid 
for her support and caaintenanoe. It is 
also askad that there be an accounting 
of the 84800 delivered from the sale of 
lands to Frank Cresap

The judge delivered the case as it 
stood to the jnrv, who, after a few 
minutes'deliberation, returned a ver- 
dict o* willful murder, for which he 
was hanged. 


BRIGANDS IN RUSSIAN POLAND. 


Wealthy Land Ownsrs Who R^fu^e to 


Pay Blackmail Attaoknd. 


VIENNA, Jan. 4.—The authorities at 


Warsaw arc excited over the spread of 
brigandage in Russian Poland. 
The 


province of Radcm, adjoining Austrian 
Galicia, has recently been infested by a 
band of twenty brigands, led by a no- 
torious robber chief 
named Julian 


Voyte. Those robbers grew so bold 
that they attacked the residence of a 
wealthy land owner named Vetchko- 
rovitch, who had refused 10 pay them 
blackmail. They slaughtered the live 
stock found on the place, and after 
plundering the house set it on fire. 
Vctchkorovitch himself succeeded in 
escaping from the house, and took ref- 
uge on the roof of a stable, where he 
remained unnoticed by the robbers, 
who did not set fire to the stable. 


Vetchkorovitch was badly burned in 


petting away from his house, and suf- 
fered greatly while iu concealment. 


Some of his employes carried word of 


1he outrage to tho authorities, and on 
the 
following clay a force of troops 


went in pursuit of the brigands, who 
made slow progress on account of be- 
ing loaded with plunder. Tho troops 
overtook the robbers in a forest, when 
a sharp light occurred. The robbers 
made a fierce resistance and wounded 
several of the soldiers, but the bandits 
were ut length subdued and taken 
prisoners. 


The troops then made their way to 


the abode of Voyte, the robber leader. 
There they found a large quantity of 
stolen wealth, the place being fitted np 
in a, rich style. 
In the cellar of Voyte's 


house a peasant was found whom the 
robber chief was holding for ransom. 


Another band of sixteen masked 


brigands attacked the mansion of Baron 
Khovokh, near Alcxandi-ovo, about 
sixty miles west of Warsaw. 
A severe 


conflict endued, the baron, aided by his 
servants and by peasants from the 
estate, making a bravo resistance to the 
banditti. Several persons were wounded 
on each side, but the bandits were at 
length repulsed. 


A number of land owners in the 


neighborhood of Zavada, have had 
their residences ransacked by brigands, 
who are inclined to appear where they 
are least expected, thus baffling the 
police, and leading the troops on many 
different marches.
